Although Judge Kincaid demanded it, 
the attorneys refused to withdraw the 
motion, so the court ordered it stricken 
from the records. Judge Kincaid then 
informed them that as it was an uncondi- 
tional insult to the court he would hold 
counsel with the other Judges, and that 
the attorneys might expect to hear from 
him emphatically. 

The court has reduced the fines and im- 
prisonment of each of the five ice deal- 
ers to $2,509 and six months in the Work- 
house, and will hear no argument for the 
further modification of prison sentence. 


All the men are in jail and are not per- 
mitted to siye bonds.

ALL THE BIG BILLS PASSED 


| Appropriation to Finish the New York 
Custom House One Item in 
the Controversy. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Saturday, June 30.— 
Congress ‘will adjourn to-morrow. Both 
houses held sessions until late last night, 
the Senate adjourning at 11:45 until 10 
A. M. to-day, and the House taking a re- 
cess at 12:20 until 10:55 this morning. 

The Rate bill, the Meat bill, the Pure 
Food bill, and all but one of the appro- 
priation bills have been passed and will be 
ready for the signature of the President 
to-morrow. 

Only~the Omnibus Public Building bill 
is in disagreement, and an adjustment of 
differences is expected early to-morrow. 
There may be another deficiency bill to 
carry the public building items, but that 
can be passed with little delay. 

The Rate bill was passed in the Senate 
in the afternoon, the Senate accepting the 
conferrees’ report, which was the House 
measure substantially. The House also 
defeated the Senate on the Meat bill, 
which“vontained the House provision for 
the payment of inspection by the Govern- 
ment, 

The House devoted the first part of the 
evening to making campaign speeches 
while waiting for conferénce reports to 
act upon. The dismal performance was 
enlivened about 10:80 by an apparently 
vehement colloquy between Champ Clark 
and Southwick of New York, which was 
so vociferous that not even the stenog- 
raphers caught a word. After that the 
House sat still and twiddled its thumbs 
waiting for the Public Bullding bill report. 

No duller scenes ever attended the final 
hours of any session of the Senate. The 
only measure before the body except the 
privileged conference reports was the La 
Follette Railroad bill. La Wollette him- 
self spoke during the greater part of the 
evening. Owing to the extreme heat few 
Senators could endure the ordeal of listen- 
ing. The temper of the majority, never 
verygfriendly to the bill, was not improved 
by fic physical conditions under which 
the author of {it urged it. La Follette 
himself smiled and argued and made clear 
every phase of the bill until he fairly 
merited a favorable vote, but this did not 
come, 

At 11:80 the conference report on the 
General Deficiency came in, and was 
adopted without essential modifications. 
One of the most stubborn fights in con- 
nection with this bill arose over the rati- 
fication of the customs duties collected 
on goods imported into the Philippines 
between the date of occupation, July 
12, 1898, and March 8, 1903, when the 
new island tariff went into operation. 

The proposition to ratify the collection 
of those customs duties came from the 
War Department. The bill was drawn 
with the aid and approval of Secretary 
Taft. The Secretary has from the first 
stood opposed to the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Warner-Barnes case 
that these particular duties were unlaw- 
ful and that they could be collected from 
the United States. The moneys collected 
as customs were spent in improvements 
in the islands with the approval of this 
Government. The claimants having paid 
the duties withont protest at the time 
charged them up on the goods and lost 
nothing. Their moral right now to step 
in and recover them fs stoutly disputed. 

An interesting thing about the matter 
is ths fact that between the soundness of 
the constitutional views of several noted 
lawyers a large fee was at stake. John 
G. Carlisle, Frederic R. Coudert, and sev- 


eral other lawyers have been prosecuting | 


the case against the Government with a 
contract for a fee said to exceed $1,000,- 
000. Senator Spooner, who introduced the 
bill, took the ground that Congress has 
| the power to ratify the collection of the 
duties in question, and the fact that Sec- 
| retary Taft stood with him seemed to in- 
sure the defeat of the hopes of Mr. Car- 
lisle, Mr. Coudert, and the other lawyers 
of getting the big fees. 


46 YEARS WITH BROKEN NECK. 


Knox’s Skull Was Fractured, Too, but 
| He Lives to be Ninety. 


George Knox broke his neck and fract- 
ured his skull forty-six years ago. He died 
Thursday at his home, 333 East Eight- 
eenth Street, in his ninety-first year. 

A heavy cornice fell on Knox one day 
in the Summer of 1860, while he was pass- 
ing a building in course of erection at 
Ninth Avenue and Twenty-sixth Street. 
His neck was broken and his skull was 
fractured. Dr. Bumstead, who attended 
him, declared that he could not live more 
than twenty-four hours. He was as- 
tounded when he found, a week later, 
that Knox was not only living, but gain- 
ing strength. 

Dr. Bumstead asked Dr, Willard Parker 
and other eminent surgeons of that day 
to examine the injured man. None of 
them could explain how it was possible 
for Knox to live with a broken neck, and 
they were even more surprised to find 
that no part of his body was paralyzed. 
After being treated at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital for two years, Mr. Knox was able 
to return to his _usiness, although the 
vertebrae in his neck had not joined to- 
gether. While in St. Louis he met with 
an accident which resulted in the forming 
of a cataract in his left eye. On account 
of his neck the physicians did not dare to 
' operate, and he lost his sight in that eye, 
Mr. Knox was born in the North of Ire- 
land of an old Scotch-Irish family. He 
came to this city in 1851 and entered into 
the wholesale wrapping paper business in 
Fulton Street. He successfully conducted 
the business until 1886, when he retired. 
While in St. Luke’s Hospital, Mr. Knox 
became an intimate friend of the Rey. 
Dr. W. A. Muhlenberg, the author of “I 
Would Not Live Alway.”” The friendship 
lasted until Dr. Muhlenberg’s death, 

One son, Thomas Knox, and two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. J, A. Zabriskie of New York 
and Mrs. Frank Dubuar of.Orange, N. J., 
survive him. The funeral will take place 
this afternoon.

SAYS TUNNEL DELAYS: 
ARE NOT ALARMING 


Won’t Exceed Two Months, Vice 
President Rea Thinks. 


CONTRACTOR TELLS OF HIS TASK 


{Two cx cE 


Obstacles the Worst in His Experi- 
ence But Not Insurmountable— 
Forming a False River Bed, 


In answer to the stories of incteasing 
obstacles met in building the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad’s tunnels under the East 
River and the growing alarm over the 
condition of the work ‘generally, Samuel 
Rea, Third Vice President of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, gave to a TIMES re- 
porter yesterday a statement of the prog- 
ress made in building the tunnels and an 
estimate of what is expected in the fue 
ture, 

Ernest W. Moir, Vice President of 8. Pear- 
son & Son, the English contractors for the 
East River tunnels, also warmly defended 
his firm against the charges of delay and 
inefficiency which have recently been g0- 
ing around. While admitting that the East 
River conditions are about the worst he 
has ever met, he expressed the firm be- 
lief that the obstacles encountered will be 


overcome and the job finished in contract 
time. § 

Incidentally Mr. Moir explained that 
these stories had not been contradicted 
before, because when Pearson & Son got’ 
their job it was accompanied by a hard 
and fast stipulation that no information 
about the tunnel should be given except 
by the Pennsylvania authorities. Recent- 
ly, however, Mr. Moir got into communi- 
cation with the Pennsylvania engineer 
over the telephone. 


Working with Hands Tiled. 


“T’'m working with my hands tied be- 
hind my back,” he said. ‘‘ People can say 
whatever they want about me and I can’t 
tell the truth. I don’t like that gag that's 
been put on us.” 

Then it was deolded to give the con- 
tractors permission to answer any reason- 
able questions about the work. Mr. Moir 
is now anxious to avail himself of this 
privilege, even to the extent of giving to 
reporters a view of the air chamber—if 
they want it—to show what medical care is 
taken of the workmen. 

Mr. Rea told Tue Times's rep*rter that 
SePearson & Co. were doing the Bast 
River job on a percentage basis; that is, 
the contract is not a contract at all, as the 
word fs generally understood. Pearson & 
Son are doing the work with the Pennsyl- 
vania's money, with limitations on the 
amount spent. 

“When do you think you can complete 
the tunnels under the East River and put 
the entire system of terminal tracks in 
New York City into operation?” was 
asked. 

Hope to Finish In 1908. 

“We are working for the completion of 
the entire work in the Fall of 1908,"" Mr. 
Rea replied, ‘‘and our programme of 
progress has been well maintained, with 
the exception of a slight delay in the work 
on the terminal site, and, perhaps, to the 
extent of being two months behind ‘on the 
East River work—the Pearson contract.” 

Then Mr, Rea was asked about the diffi- 
culties in the character of the bed of the 
East River and about the report that 
American contractors had refused to bid 
on the work. He said: 

“It has been recognized from the first 
by the management and its engineers that 
the difficult feature of this whole work 
was the East River tunnels, and the fact 
that the company was unable to get a sin- 
gle bid from responsible contractors at @ 
fixed price is the best evidence of the 
character of the work to be done. And, 
therefore, the work was finally let to 
Pearson & Son, the English contractors, 
on a percentage basis, with certain pro- 
visions as to limitation of the cost. 

“These contractors had, in our judg- 
ment, more experience in subaqueoug tun- 
nel work of the character to be encoun- 
tered in the East River than any other 
contractors, they having completed the 
Blackwell Tunnel, which is more nearly 
the size of these tunnels and which was 
driven through material more like that 
under the Hast River than any other tun- 
nel yet built. 

“The material actually encountered in 
the construction of the tunnels is iden- 
tical with what was expected, and the dif- 
ficulties of maintaining the air pressure 
and the progress of the work are not ma- 
terially different from what our engineers 
advisod us would be the case.’”’ 

‘““What about the freezing method?” 
Mr. Rea was asked. “ Did you consider 
substituting that for the one now used?” 


Freezing Method at Experiment. 


‘“‘A proposal for the building of the East 
River tunnels by the freezing method was 
made to ws. Charles Sooysmith, who 
controls thé patents for that method, and 
Gustav Lindenthal, who was formerly one 
of the Board of Bagineers of the Penn- 
sylvania tunnels, and who resigned to 
join Mr. Sooysmith, submitted it. This 
method has not yet been used in any 
extensive tunneling, and therefore, to that 
extant, was experimental; moreover, Mr. 
Sooysmith and Mr. Lindenthal were un- 
able at that time to obtain the capital to 
back a company formed to carry out their 
plan. Their proposal, therefore, was to 
do the work for the company, the latter, 
of course, having the risk. We could not 
accept this risk. : 

“For our own information and pur- 
poses, however, the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company proceeded to experiment 
with the freezing method, and hag ex- 
pended up to date more than $100,000 In 
the experiment. We have begun an ex- 
the East River

“We have no idea of substituting the

Mr. Moir was found in his 
apartment at the Hotel Netherland last 
night. He did not seem to feel much 
alarm about the work. 

“Most of the alarm about these tubes,” 
he remarked, smiling, ‘‘seems to have 
been felt by the newspapers, not by those 
who are doing the work. 

“Mr. Rea,” he said, ‘‘ was talking. to 
me about the tunnels to-day. ‘I figure out 
that they are about two months behind,’ 
he said. That’s Mr. Rea’s estimate; not 
mine. As a matter of fact, I haven't made 
any estimate. I am interested much more 
in going ahead with the work and ap- 
proaching Long Island with the shields 
than I am in figuring out how far behind 
we are.”’ 

“Do you see any particular reason why 
you shouldn't finish your contract on 
time?’

River Hides Many Surprises. 
**No, I can’t say that I do. 
that knows anything about tunnel work 
knows that one can’t make prophesies 
about it. The only certainty about it is 
§ts uncertainty, so to speak. It’s not like 
bridge building, in which stress and strain 


can be calculated with mathematical ac- 
curacy. Fof you never know what you are 
going to meet under the bed of a river.” 

A little more than two years still re- 
mains before the contract time rung out. 
To meet at the end of two years the tubes 
need not go forward more than three or 
four feet a day. Under normal conditions, 
the contractors say, they can easily make 
five feet a day. At different times since 
the work started the shields have ad- 
vanced at the rate of 250 feet a month. 

The stretch of tunnel being built by 8. 
Pearson & Son is 6,000 feet long. To get 
ar actual idea of the work, of course, one 
has to multiply this distance by four be- 
cause there are four separate tubes. The 
Pearson jab stretches from First Avenue, 
Manhattan, to East Avenue, Long Island 
City. Fifteen hundred feet has already 
been finished on the Long Island side 
and 600 feet on this side, leaving almost 
exactly two-thirds of the entire distance 
to be covered. 

With east-bound and west-bound 
shields working toward one another un- 
der the river, each set has to travel only 
2,000 feet if the progress is the same. 
Counting 300 working days to the year— 
though the shield-driving is supposed to 

6 on about 335 days—only 31-8 feet will

He 
has tried it before, both here and in Eng- 
land, and it is not in the nature of an ex- 
periment now. 
from the United States Government an 
extended permit for the dumping of clay. 
Not nearly enough is put in to obstruct 
the river, the depth of water always be- 
ing kept at 27 -feet. 

S. Pearson & Son are usually spoken of 
as being a foreign company. As a matter 
of fact the contracting company doing 
the East River work is incorporated un- 
der the laws of New York State. Mr. 
Moir ts almost a New Yorker. Seventeen 
years ago he had charge of the actual work 
which Haskell startec 
River, and of which William G. McAdoo 
has since taken hold and nearly com- 
pleted. That was the first tunnel in 
which air pressure was put to its present 
use, and even in that case clay was 


dumped into the river to make a false bed. |

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work required different men. The men 
that worked in the rock were not at all 
fitted for the work under heavy pressure.

Nothing of importance developed yester- 
day at Coroner McDonald's investigation 
of the Kinnan murder case. The au- 
thorities seem to be as much in the dark 
now as they were the morning after Mrs. 
Kinnan was killed on the porch of the 
Stenton house on June 8, just three weeks 
ago last night. 

The witness examined yesterday was 
| Mark J. Egan of 62 Second Place, Brook- 
lyn. He was wanted because a machin- 
ist’s hammer had been found in the Sten- 
ton house and he had rented a dwell- 
ing from the murdered woman. He said 


the night of the murder. The Coroner 
said he was sure Egan had had nothing 
to do with the crime. 

No date has been set for the inquest, but 
it kg probably be held some time next 
week,

Dear Sir: Mrs. Charles F. MacLean, on be- 
half of a number of earnest citizens, has called 
| our attention to the accounts published in the 
newspapers of June 24 last of the alleged ad- 
ministration of the police third degree to aged 
Mrs. Stenton, who was suspected of participa- 
tion in the killing of her daughter, Mrs. 
Kinnan. ; 

From accounts published in the newspapers, 
it appears that Mrs. Stenton was taken, with- 
out counsel or adviser, to a courtroom and 
then to the scene of the tragedy, and —— a 
period of seven hours was examined by a Police 
Captain and others assisting him and urged, 
| cajoled, and threatened, so that she might be 
induced through weakness or inadvertence to 
| confess to a crime or to guilty knowledge, 
which she denied continuously and strenuously, 
It is Gharged, for instance, that she was shown 
a hammer and asked: ‘‘ Isn't this the hammer 
with which you killed Alice?’’ and that she 
answered: ‘‘ No, no, no. I never saw it. I 
didn’t kill my daughter. How dare you say 
that! Why don’t you kill me? You might as 
well as ask me such questions.”’ 

It is stated that in the presence and with the 
concurrence of the Police Captain a portion of 
the skull of Mrs. Kinnan was handed to Mrs. 
Stenton, her mother, and that a hatchet was 
fitted into it with the hope that in some nat- 
ural revulsion of horror the old woman would 
let fall some words on which a charge might 
be made against her. 

It appears that Mrs. Stenton maintained her 
self-control and gave no expression from which 
a confession could be tortured and at the end

| LONDON’S RECORD RAINSTORM 


Spear Traffic Stopped, Houses 
Flooded, King’s Birthday Spolled. 
LONDON, June 29.—Most of the ar- 

rangements for the public observance of 

King Edward’s birthday were canceled 


| to-day on account of a rainstorm of trop- 
ical severity, which visited this country 
during the early hours of the morning, 

Over two inches of rain fell in London in

FEAR OF POGROMS TO-DAY. |THE TENDERLOIN RAIDED | 


Priests and Officials in Uman Inciting 
Peasants Against Jews.

LONDON, Saturday, June 30.—Lu- 
cien Wolf, in a letter to the editor of 
The Times, says: “I have received dur- 
ing the past week a large number of 
telegrams from Russia showing that 
| great alarm still exists among the Jew- 
ish communities on account of the hos- 
tile attitude of the local authorities. 
Threats of further pogroms are openly 
uttered by officials, and inflammatory 
literature against the Jews is being 
circulated everywhere by the reaction- 
ary societies. 

**I have been specially asked to make 
public the fears of the Jewish commu- 
nity at Uman, in the Government of 
Kieff, where a pogrom is threatened for 
to-morrow. A telegram on this subject 
was sent by messenger to the frontier 
and dispatched thence this afternoon. 
It declares that during the past two 
weeks the local priestshave been arming 
a black band 1,500 strong with knives, 
and that on the 25th inst. the Burgo- 
master and local clergy visited neigh- 
boring villages in order to incite the 
peasants to join in the projected mas- 
sacre. A well-known Jewish merchant 
of Uman was warned by a friendly offi- 
cer to leave town before the 80th. 

“Ivhear, too, from St. Petersburg 
that representations have been made 
there to the Central Government, but 
without effect. It is hoped that the 
prompt disclosure of these facts in the 


foreign press may still avert the threat- 
ened outbreak.”

A man was killed and four were in- 
jured by the collision of an automobile 
and a trolley car of the Sumner Avenue 
line at Pacific Street and Troy Avenue, 
Brooklyn, at midnight on Thursday. 

The dead man was Hermann Schnibbe 
of Greenville, N. J., the chauffeur, and 
the other men in the car were Charles 
Tietjen, a saloonkeeper of 705 Wythe 
Avenue, Brooklyn; fenry Mueller, 730 
Wythe Avenue; Samuel Oldham, 708 
Wythe Avenue, and Charles Hutchings 
of 582 Bedford Avenue. 

Schnibbe was employed as chauffeur by 
Joseph Wickert of Prospect Place, 
Brooklyn. A policeman says that Schnibbe 
slowed up to let the car pass, ut the 
car also stopped to let a passenger off. 
As soon as Schnibbe saw the car stop he 
pulled a lever and the auto moved ahead. 
At the same time the trolley motorman 
started his car, and, shooting forward, 
struck the rear end of the automobile, 
throwing it over on its side. 

Schnibbe was pinned under the auto- 
mobile. A lamp crushed through Schnib- 
be's side, injuring him so that he died 
within five minutes. 

The motorman of the car, Harry F. 
Hauck of 1,877 Bergen Street, was held 
in the Gates Avenue Court on a charge of 
homicide. 


NEW YORKERS IN AUTO SMASH 


F. J. Lisman’s Machine Wrecked in 
France—Woman Seriously Hurt.

Again the big furniture van was opened 
and the policemen released. They ran up 
the stone stoop of the building and pro- 
ceeded to batter in the doors. Crowds of 
men and women from Broadway and cu- 
riosity seekers from the neighboring ho- 
tels soon blocked the roadway opposite 
the house, and the police of the Tender- 
loin Station got a telephone méssage to 
the erfect that a riot was in progress op- 
posite the Marlborough. 

The police broke in three iron doors be- 
fore gaining an entrance to the place. In 
the meantime the roof and the rear of the 
house were guarded to make sure that no 
one escaped. The police found the house 
handsomely furnished. Sergt. MgNaught 
led the way to the roulette room, where 
he said he had played roulette on severa! 
occasions in the last three weeks for the 
purpose of collecting evidence: ‘Two rou- 
lette wheels and two roulette tables with 
a faro layout, several baskets of chips, 
and the furnishings of a poolroom and a 
klondike layout were seized. The police 
said the house was as well equipped for 
orgy purposes as Canfield’s place on 

orty-fourth Street, but not as expen- 
sively furnished. 

In ‘‘ Big Frank’s”’’ old house they ar- 
rested the alleged proprietor, who de- 
scribed himself as “John Murphy, of 
Forty-second Street and Broadway.” He 
was charged with maintaining a gam- 
bling establishment, while five others 
were arrested on a charge of aiding and 
abetting gambling. Many actors whose 
faces are familiar to Broadway audiences 
were in the crowd found playing roulette 
in the West Thirty-sixth Street house. 
Some of them were badly scared. One 
man offered a hundred dollars to get out 
by way of the roof, but the police told 
him he might go out the front door with- 
out paying for it. He and the other 
players were not wanted, as the police 
only desired to get the proprietors. 

From the Thirty-sixth Street. house the 
furniture van, again loaded with police- 
men, was driven to 69 West Thirty-eighth 
Street. Here a poolroom, Klondike dice 

ame, and roulette wheel were found do- 
ng business in the basement of the Olym- 
pus Hotel. The police said the place was 
known as the “ Hotbox,” as it was a 
stuffy little place. Over the blackboard 
on which the names of the*horses and 
betting odds were posted was a sign read- 
ing ‘* Knickerbocker Benevolent Society.” 

his sign, with everything else, includ- 
ing a roulette wheel, racing telephones, 
betting sheets, racing cards, and klondike 
tables were seized and carted away to the 
West Thirtieth Street Station. Patrol 
wagons from east side precincts were used 
for the purpose. Six men were arrested in 
this place. John Edwin of 1,087 Park Ave- 
nue, was held as the alleged proprietor, 
and five others who were at work in the 
place were held for aiding and abetting 
gambling. 

While this raid was being made five 

olicemen in citizens’ dress came up from 

olice Commissioner Bingham’s office and 

arrested Harry Clark on a charge of 
making a handbook in a saloon at Thirty- 
first Street and Sixth Avenue. Sidewalk 
Jack’s handbook, at 523 Sixth Avenue, 
was also scooges up in the rald by the 
men from Headquarters. Sidewalk Jack’s 
bookmaker described himself as Charles 
o Sagirg ? a commission merchant, of 126 
West Ejighty-fourth Street. He and the 
other handbook man were locked up in 
the West Thirtieth Street Station, 

The last raid made by Commissioner 
Bingham’s private furniture van. squad 
was the most spectacular. This was on 
West Forty-first Street, just east of 
Broadway, in a five-story and basement 
brownstone house at 187 West Forty- 
first Street. This house adjoins the one 
that for years was known as Honest John 
Kelly’s ag ee | house. It was 5 o'clock 
when the furniture van left the police 
there. Five men with axes broke in th 
front door after havi been refused ad- 
mittance, while five others tried to chop 
through the roof. The place had recently 
been fortified with armor plate steel 
over the doors, and every entrance, in- 
cluding that leading to the basement, was 
barricaded with steel bolts and bars. 

Finding they could not get into the 
house by way of the steel doors, the Police 
Commissioner's raiding squad made an 
attack on the basement windows. These 
windows were protected by iron gratings 
and steel window bars, but the police 
used their big sledge hammers and then 
their axes to chop away the woodwork. 
In this way they broke in the basement 
window, carrying away steel bars, iron 
sheeting, woodwork, and glass, smashing 
away the sills, frames, and window sashes. 
Then they climbed into the basement and 
up through the house. They found about 
esxenty: ve men inside, who pleaded for 
the sake of their wives and families to be 
allowed to go home. On every floor of 
this house the police found evidences of 
gambling. They also charged the alleged 

roprietor with violating the Nquor tax 
law by selling liquor without a license. 
Three patrol wagons were required -to 
earry away the stuff found fn the Forty- 
first Street house.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 29.—Under the

Lord, the 8 to 1 loser. 

The constituents and followers of the 
stables owned by politicians made a brave 
beginning at the Sheepebeed Bay track 
yesterday, when Melbourne ominee, 
owned by George Kraus, theatrical part- 
ner of Congressman Sullivan, won the 
first race at odds of 15 to 1. Not another 
political horse ran in four succeeding 
races, and the tip went round for the 
faithful to “set it all back ”’ on. Frank 
Lord in the last race, Frank Lord running 
in the name of Congressman Sullivan. 
Commissioner Lantry, who this season 
has raced‘in his old colors, but under the 
name of F. T. Meehan, had Solly M, in 
the same race, but there was no tip, for 
the reason that, while Commissioner Lan- 
et never tires of betting on his own non?

ROME, June 29.—The Government pre- 
sented to Parliament to-day a Dill pro- | 
viding for a reduction of the interest on 
Italian consols from 4 per cent. to 3.75 
per cent., beginning July 1, 1906, and 
from 3.75 per cent. to 8.50 per cent., be- 
ginning Jan. 1, 1912.

000 against 1,897,000 last week and 1,286,-

Of the world’s visible supply of cotton 
there is now afloat and held in Great 
Britain and Continental Europe 1,601,000 
against 1,759,000 last year.

Counsel for N. Y. Central Say| 
Congress Didn’t Intend It. 


THE INDICTMENTS ATTACKED | 


U. S. District Attorney Stimson De- 
fends Their Sufficiency—Two De- 
fendants Ready to Go to Trial. 


Judge Holt, in the Special Term of the 
Criminal Branch of the United States 
Circuit Court, yesterday heard arguments 
on the demurrers in the sugar-rebating 
cases. Austen G.' Fox, John D. Lindsay, 
Ernest A. Cardoza, and Howard 8. Gans 
represented the defendants, and United 
States District Attorney Henry L. Stim- 
gon argued for the Government. 

Mr. Fox represented the New York Cen- 
tral Railway Company, Messrs. Cardoza 
and Gans were the attorneys for C. Good- 
loe Bdgar and Edwin Harle, two whole- 
sale sugar merchants of Detroit, and John 
D. Lindsay represented Vice President 
Nathan 8. Guilford and Frederick Pome- 
roy, General Traffic Manager of the New 
York Central. 

The indictments originally 
charged the Central Railway 
two American Sugar Companies, 
New York and the other of New Jersoy, 
with having granted and accepted rebates 

on the shipment of sugars to Edgar and 

Barle in Detroit, in direct violation of the 

Elking anti-rebating act. 

Other indictments, including one alleg- | 
ing oonspiracy, were returned against 
Guilford, Pomeroy, Edgar, and Earle as| 
individuals. The American Sugar Com- 
pany pleaded not guilty, and will go to 
trial on the indictments as found. The| 
other defendants demurred. 

Mr. Fox reviewed the Elkins law and/| 
gave what he insisted to be its proper | 
legal construction. The additional con-| 
spiracy indictment,. under another sec-/ 
tion, he declared was unnecessary.

| died a few hours later. 

It was about 1 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing when the fight began. The sailors 
had been out on leave all day, and, ac- 
| cording to the police, had been drinking 
| freely. McCairns was on his way to the 
|yard with his companions and was making 
a lot of noise, the police say. Flanagan 
asked them to quiet down and give the 
|} people in the neighborhood a chance to 
| Sleep. 
|. Instead of doing so the sailors attacked 
the officer. One of them took his night 
stick from nim and beat him over the 
head with it, while the others beat him 
with their fists. Flanagan received sev- 
eral ugly cuts on the head and was 
| bruised on the body, while his helmet was 
battered almost to pleces. He tried to 
hold McCairns and take him to the police 
station, but the sailors thought other- 
wise.

Later in the day Flanagan was arrested 
and arrigned in the Adams Street Court, 
charged with nomicide.

SEAMAN ON A CRUISER“=| EXPLOSION WRECKS HOUSE. 


Janitress “Hutited Gas Leak with a 
Lamp—She and Her Sons Hurt. 


A gas explosion wrecked the new apart- 
ment house at 562-564 Bedford Avenue, 
Willlamsburg, soon after 9 o'clock last 
night. Mrs. Annie Zerbrosky, the jani- 
tress, and her two chiicren were so seri- 
ously hurt that they were taken to the 
Eastern District Hospital. It is feared 


‘HE FIRED AS THEY FLED they may die. Three alarms were turned 


in for the fire which followed the ex- 
plosion. 


The report from the explosion was ter- 
rific, and alarmed the neighborhood for 
blocks around. Members of the Hanover 
Club, just across the street, ran out to 
see what had aappened. They helped 
Policeman Miller of the Clymer Street 
Station drag the bodies of the janitress 
and her children from the ruins. The 
windows in the house o.’ Dr. A. W. Law- 
rence, next door, were 4 jattered. 

The new apartment house is a five- 
story building, with two ‘apartments to 
the floor. No one has lived in it but 
Mrs. Zerbrosky, who had the basement 
all to herself. She was sitting there last 
night when she thought she smelled gas. 
She summoned her two sons, William and 


George, 10 and 12 yearg old, to help her 
look for the leak. Together they climbed 
to the third floor, carrying a lamp. 

Mrs. Zerbrosky opened the door of a 
room on the third floor, and the explo- 
sion followed. The woman and her sons 
were thrown across the hall and lost 
consciousness. Policeman Miller was a 
block away when the explosion occurred. 
He started for the house on a run. About 
the same time the members of the Han- 
‘over Club came to the rescue and en- 
tered the burning building with Miller. 

They ran up three flights of stairs and 
found the bodies of the woman and the 
two boys. Beating out the flames on 
their clothing, they dragged the bodies 
to the street. Dr. Lawrence, who had 
fled from his own home, reached the side- 
walk just in time to give first aid to the 
injured persons. The Eastern District 
Hospital ambulance’ soon arrived, in 
charge of Dr. Snyder, and Mrs. Zerbrosky 
and her sons were taken away in it. 

The explosion shattered every pane of 
glass in the apartment house, It blew a 
great hole through the third floor and 
ripped out all the partitions on that floor. 
The damage amounted to several thou- 
sand dol/ars, 


SCHOOL’S OVER AT LAST. 


600,000 New York Children Free to 
Play Until Sept. 10. 


Six hundred thousand children in this 
city threw away their schoolbooks yester- 
day, not to pick them up again until 
Sept. 10. They poured from 520 schools. 
Some of them spoke the customary pleces, 
handed in essays in the familiar strains, 
and on the subjects that their fathers 
and their mothers wrote about before 
them, but in many of the schools there 
were no closing exercises. 

The rules which are to govern the ad- 
mittance of children this Fall are as fol- 
lows: 

Children under six years of age will not be 
received except in kindergarten classes 

Children under five years of age will not be 
admitted in kindergarten classes until all chil- 
dren over fixe are accommodated. 

Children who have never attended'a public 
school in New York must furnish a satisfac- 
tory certificate of vaccination. 

Children born in the City of New York must 
furnish certificate of date of birth from the 
Department of Health, 

Children born elsewhere must furnish a pass- 
port or baptismal certificate, or other satis- 
factory evidence, showing date of birth. 

Children who have been attending a public, 
corporate, or parochial school must apply to. 
that school for a transfer card before the 
can be admitted to any other school. Transfer 
cards will be furnished only upon the. written 
or personal request of the parents or guard- 
lans, stating the reason for such request.

REBUKE TO COMSTOCK. 


Maglstrate Finelite Tells Him to Mind 
His Own Business. 


Anthony Comstock, head of the Society

Preuss’s 
was the only case heard. 

Two agents of Comstock’s society, 
Charles J. Bamberger and John J. Dear- 
ing, testified that they played a nickel 
slot machine in Preuss’s saloon. Magis- 
trate Finelite asked Bamberger if he 
could identify the machine displayed in 
evidence. Comstock objected to the cross- 
examination. The Magistrate replied: 

“It is none of your business, Mr. Com- 
stock, how I cross-examine witnesses. It 
is not for you to tell me what the law is.” 

Bamberger admitted that he could not 
identify the slot machine as the one he 
had played. : 

“You are impeached by your own wit- 
ness,”’ said the Magistrate to Comstock. 
“This prisoner is discharged.” 

The other four saloon keepers were held 
in $500 bail each until Tuesday, 


CHEAPER ELECTRICITY 


In Chicago—Rate Had Been Reduced 
Here—Policy of Big Companies. 


Officers of the New York Edison Com- 
pany were interested yesterday in the 
news from Chicago that the Chicago Edi- 
son Company had reduced its charges for 
electric power to the equivalent of 15 
cents per kilowatt hour for the first hour 
and 10 cents for additional hours, 

“This reduction,” said Chief Inspector 
Arthur Williams of the New York Edison 
Company, “is in line with the policy of 
all of the big electric companies. The 
price to the consumer has been constantly 
cut here and in Chicago. We have made 
nine or ten different reductions in various 
classes of patronage. 

“Nine years ago we cut our price from 
22 to 20 cents, and then two years later 
cut it from 20 to 15 cents. The Legis- 
lature of New York passed a law fixing 
our maximum rate at 10 cents, but if we 
had been allowed another year or two we 
would have cut the price to that figure 
without any legislation. 

“The new Chicago price is in all proba- 
bility a differential rate and will average 
about the same as we get here. New 
York, Chicago, Boston, and. Philadelphia 
are getting cheaper electricity than any 
four of the big cities on the other side of 
the world, Ten cents for electricity is the 
equivalent of dollar gas, and these big 
cities of America enjoy that rate approxi- 
mately. London, Paris, Berlin, and Vi- 
enna pay a great deal more.”’ 

The new C ucego rate will go into affect 
next Sunday. The reductions aggregate 
25.4 per cent. in two years.

TO LESSEN PRODUCTION 


Output of Southern Mills Threat- 
ens to Swamp the Market. 


REPORT WORRIES WALL ST.

Merchants Say the Demand Is Nor 


mal, but That the Mills Have 
Been Overproducing. 


Among the rumors of bearish import} 
which have helped the downward course | 
of stocks in recent markets was a story 
which was passed along among the trad-/! 
ers yesterday of an impending cut all 
around in the price of lumber. 

Lumber, like steel and iron, is looked 
upon as one of the certain indices of the | 
general prosperity, and any falling off in 
price, indiciating overproduction or a fall- 
ing off in demand, is of only less signifi- 
cance to Wall Stret than a similar move- 


ment in steel or iron. 

The rumor was that many lines of lum- 
ber had been cut 25 per cent., and that 
a general cut would soon follow. 

A representative of one of the largest 
lumber interests on the Atlantic Seaboard 
denied yesterday that anything like a 25 
per cent. cut in lumber prices existed or | 
was impending. He admitted, however, | 
that the Southern mill interests have been | 
endeavoring to get together within the | 
past few days to agree upon a 25 per cent. 
cut in the production of yellow pine, which 
is in danger of overproduction. This lum- 
ber authority was careful to state that | 
overproduction in yellow pine was not the | 
result of any falling off in the demand, | 
but was due, on the other hand, to a con- | 
stantly growing output at the Southern | 


mills, 

Last year was a phenomenal year in the 
trade, he said, and the tremendous de- 
mand for this class of timber, which) en- 
ters chiefly into heavy construction work | 
such as is demanded in the buiiding of | 
factories, wharves, and warehouses, had 
stimulated an enormous production, New 
mills had started up and old ones had 
increased their capacity with the result 
that this Summer promised an output | 
of yellow pine that would be far in ex- 
cess Of last year’s supply, and, it was | 
feared, in advance of the normal demand. | 

The prospects of a successful agree- | 
ment being reached among the Southern 
manufacturers are not over bright, it is 
thought, because of the timidity that has 
been manifest amcng the mill owners of 
running afoul of ccnspiracy laws such as 
have put some of the Ohio ice men under 
sentence to the penitentiary. It can be 
said on the best authority that no agrce- 
ment to cut the output 25 per cent. has 
yet been reached. While lumber dealers 
protest that business has never been 
brisker in this season, it is a fact that 
box. boards have been cut 5 per cent, 
within the past sixty days, and other low- 
grade lumber has suffered cuts of be- 
tween 5 and 10 per cent. These facts are 
explained by the lumber interests in} 
much the same gvay as the prospective 
curtailment of the yellow pine produc- 
tion. They say that while there has been | 
no drop in demand, the output of the 
mills has gone up beyond all reason. 
The lumber men say, that the best in- | 
dex to building conditions is to be found 
in the number of plans filed and building} 
permits obtained. They point out, as an- 
other mitigating circumstance, that floor- 
ing and ceiling and other high grades of 
trim lutiaber have not fallen off in price,

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The record of his experiences is interesting—more 
interesting than the somewhat academic analysis of 
his philosophy, to which Mr. Cestre devotes much 
space.

Further agitation was finally stopped by the dras- 
tic acts of 1795, which prohibited public meetings 
and the publication of Thelwall’s journal, The Trib- 
une, yet he attempted to keep up at least his lectures 
by ingeniously bringing his philosophy into a course 
of lectures ostensibly on Roman history. Thelwalt 
at this time stood almost alone in defense of reform. 
An interesting episode in his brief career was his 
friendship with William Godwin and Coleridge; the

olutionary French type—and developing into the bit- 
terest kind of personal recrimination. Coleridge 
ound great joy in Thelwall’'s companionship, wrote 
him voluminous letters, and admired in him the en- 
ergy and fearless courage to “ uplift the torch dread- 
as he wrote him, which his own inconsistency 
of will deprived him of.

Thelwail in his last extremity, abused, ostracised, 
assaulted, cut out from the political exertions and 
literary occupations which had supplied his few 
wants, thought of joining Coleridge At his farm re- 
treat in Nether Stowey, and leading the same philo- 
sophical, romantic, and inexpensive life. But the 
hostility of the inhabitants of that village made this 
impossible, and at last he found himself able to take 
a small farm in Wales, outside of political conflict, 
and find peace in retirement. 

The political and economic principles advocated 
by Thelwall seem reasonable enough but he 
was ahead of his time, and suffered the general fate 
of pioneers. He was by no means a great man, nor 
does it seem that Mr. Cestre tries to make him out 
one. He was rather a man of talent of second rank, 
whose useful though unrecorded influence prepared 
the way for greater thinkers and men of action more 
fortunately circumstanced. Mr. Cestre does not hes- 
itate to give him this rank, though he makes rather 
too much out of his philosophy and of a study of the 
influences that formed it. Nevertheless, this little 
monograph ought to be welcomed as a contribution

T is Interesting to speculate whether the time 
has yet come for a definitive estimate of the 
character and achievement of Napoleon. There 
is no lack of documents; we have on the period 
a library of memoirs; the diplomatic corre- 
spondence of the era, the state papers in the 

Foreign Offices of the Governments concerned have 

been collated, sifted, and published by a hundred 

hands; the nations vie with each other in reviving 
this great subject of controversy, if indeed it can be 
said that they have ever allowed it to die, and every 
year, from the time of Las Casas an& Walter Scott to 
the day of Rosebery and Aulard, has brought us an 
armful books. We asked to admire with 
Thiers, to detest with Lanfrey. By some Napoleon is 
looked upon very much as was Attila the Hun by the 
men of the fifth century, to othérs he is merely the 
last and most self-seeking of the Jacobins, and to 
others still he is the modern Prometheus who stole 
the fire of democracy from dynasties long held divine, 
and instead of the Caucasus was chained to the rock 
of St. Helena, with an English jailer to eat out his 
heart. Extraordinary as it is, the latter view is only 
that “ Napoleonic legend” which his early support- 
ers tried so hard to foster, and which, diligently prop- 
agated by his nephew, Napoleon III., was worth an 
empire to the latter in 1851. But hyperbole would ex- 
haust itself in attempting to catalogue the extremes 
of attitude taken toward this merely human soldier 
and statesman not yet a century in his grave. The 
surfeited reader will therefore wish to know whether 
the Cambridge History volume is going to point him 

a path in this labyrinth, or whether it will even help 

to clear this thunder-charged air of controversy. The 

question must be answered in the negative. The book 
will prove only that the time has not yet come for. 
that final estimate, and that it takes a prejudice 
more than a hundred years to die. 

This does not mean necessarily that the editors 
have not given us a good work. They have convoked, 
} as it were, a historian’s Congress of Vienna. Nearly 
all of the omce belligerent nations are represented

in from France, from Prussia, from Switzerland, from 
Russia, and from England, the latter, of course, being 
a large majority. It makes a stout volume of 770 
large pages, with a somewhat loosely swept-up bib- 
ography of 120 pages more.

| “ The Hundred Days,” by Prof. Oman—frankly in- 
adequate. As a whole, too, the book presents certain 
| disadvantages. No period of European history has 
been so tompletely dominated by one man as the

| have failed to take advantage of this fact to give 
their book any unity of plan. It has no sequence. 
The immense amount of matter is divided into twen- 
ty-four distinct subjects, and the divisions are some- 
; what rigid. Through this coarse-meshed sieve a sig- 
| nificant detail occasionally passes unobserved. Thus 
the purchase and sale of Louisiana, so important in 
its effects on Napoleon's colonial policy, is practically 
disregarded. In fact, we are simply told of its sale 
to America by France, and only learn incidentally 
300 pages later that France had ever come into pos- 
session of the colony. Thus the chronology is baf- 
fling. The War of 1809 is treated at length in Chap- 
ter XII., and it is only much later, in Chapter XV., 
that we are informed of the operations in the Penin- 
sular War, begun in 1808, which very seriously af- 
feeted the plans of the combatants in the succeeding 
year. Napoleon's projects and designs are at no time 
clearly set before us. He, the protagonist, remains 
always a veiled figure in the background, and we 
have everywhere only an oppressive sense of some 
dark shadow watching all.

way checking dogmatic and 
decisive statement, and the points 
ef controversy are rarely left open. 
In most cases it is fair to say that they 
have been decided from the anti-Napo- 
leonic point of view. Thus it is assumed 
in certain chapters that Napoleon broke 
the Peace of Amiens, and this most im- 
portant point in the history of the period 
is dismissed without a citation of authori- 
ties. Yet England was certainly none too 
scrupulous in carrying out the terms of 
that treaty, and her greatest grievance 
was doubtless Napoleon's unwillingness 
to sign a treaty of commerce. This might 
reasonably have been expected. Yet her 
plenipetentiaries had

land, and Italy were com ocd grounds 


of protest, so too was the failure of the 
English to evacuate Malta and the clan- 
destine support, of which little is said 
here, given to the insurgents in the Ven- 
dée and the plotters against the life of 
the First Consul. In fact, the part 
played by English gold, that notorious 
“cavalry of St. James” is rarely 
brought forward, and must in most cases 
be divined. In Lavisse and Rambaud the 
blame for the rupture is distributed be- 
tween the two powers, though the first 
violation of the treaty is laid at Eng- 
land’s door. M. Auriol, who has lately 
published the documents for the history 
of these years, blames the English for 
the breaking of the peace. There are, of 
course, two sides. By its nature the 
peace of Amiens (1802) was destined to be 
brief. It was the breathing spell of the 
giants, the little rest between the rounds 
in this battle of decades. It is not the 
historian’s duty to discuss right and 
wrong, to excuse or extenuate, it is his to 
present the facts, and the historian more 
than any other scientist should be our 
truest cosmopolitan. Mr. Rose, the fore- 
most English student of the times, has 
called it ‘‘an age of violence and chica- 
nery,” and such it was on the part of 
France, of England, of Prussia, and of 
Russia. No one is blameless, and there- 
fore no one is singly to blame. To us the 
proudest and the bravest figure in that 
quarter century of battles is an English 
figure, Wellington, the Iron Duke, whom 
his own enemies were glad to call 
“Vhomme rectiligne,"" the same, before 
and after victory. Yet we must remem- 
ber that it was an age of war, and that 
the ethics of war are not the ethics of 
peace, nor the conduct of belligerents the 
conduct of peaceful powers. Nelson's last 
orders to the frigates at Trafalgar were 
that the lighter vessels were not to save 
ships and men, they were to complete the 
enemy’s annihilation, capture was but a 
secondary object. This is bloodthirsty, if 
you will, but it is war, and those who be- 
lieve in war can make no valid protest 
against it. The object is victory, and the 
orders were given in the interests of vic- 
tory. Yet they are not humane, they are 
not even magnificent, they are simply 
war. Such was the era. England was 
not the great power fighting for justice 
and right, as one or two of the chapters 
might tempt the unwary to believe. She 
was fighting for more tangible things, in 
fact was occasionally far from the scene 
of battles hunting her own in Egypt, in 
Buenos Ayres, in Montevideo. We are 
not told so, arid yet it is important in the 
history of the Allies, for, together with 
her slowness in sending promised aid and 
subsidies, it aroused Alexander's discon- 
tent and predisposed him toward an alli- 
ance with Napoleon. England was as 
much the tyrant of the seas as Napoleon 
was of the Continent. We Americans 
cannot look upon her otherwise and see 
any reason for our own War of 1812. In- 
ternational law is a comparatively recent 
science, and much that was done in that 
day by France and by England will not 
square with its present principles. War 
regarded by many as merely the 
“carrying out of diplomacy by forcible 
means.”” The French Revolution had in- 
augurated an era of rapid and unheard-of 
change. With naive inconsistency its 
devotees had begun the propaganda of 
liberty with the sword. The principle of 
legitimacy, which Talleyrand later re- 
vived to such good purpose, was attacked 
on all sides. Old States lost their identi- 
ties, and at this juncture the heads of four 
of the oldest European reigning houses 
were under the cloud of lunacy. France 
was acknowledged the most advanced na- 
tion ef Europe. Her language was the 
language of the cultured in nearly every 
province and rang familiar in the ears of 
people. Her doctrines were recom- 
mended by a strange air of reasonable- 
s, and therefore spread like a prairie 
through the dried stubble of mediae- 
Europe was not ready for this 

n catastrophe of such ancient 

She could not stand in this tu- 

t, and much that was done was done 

in the spirit of self-preservation. The 
fight against Napoleon was a tremendous 
game, as Gen. Keim well says, in which 
armies were the pawns, and in which 
national existence was often at stake. 
Like the dreams of a sick man, “ velut 
aegri somnia,” Napoleon's later impos- 
sible schemes were a cloud over European 
politics, and much that happened circum- 
stances alone can excuse. Looking back 
at it, therefore, through the compara- 
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tively calm vista of a hundred years, we 
might have expected that the historians 
would no longer feel called upon to give 
us national apologetics, and that they 
would no longer attack their subjects 
with hearts of controversy. This dispas- 
sionate attitude unfortunately is not uni- 
versal, It is not evident, for instance, in 
the chapters on the “ Armed Neutrality ” 
and “ The Command of the Sea." in the 
latter Mr. Wilson of Oxford not only jus- 
tifies Canning for the bombardment of 
Copenhagen, but even praises him for 
having had the “‘ courage to act with de- 
cision ”! 


THE CONSULATE AND EMPIRE. 


The volume begins with a chapter on the 
Consulate-by Prof. Pariset of Nancy. He 
later treats also the Empire, and has 
brought together many interesting facts 
and figures. He writes with the strong 
anti-Napoleonic feeling which has come 
into favor with a certain school since the 
days of Lanfrey and Taine, and often 
sacrifices national pride in the interest of 
history. In all we are told that Napoleon 
called for 2,613,000 men. Of course not all 
answered the summons, particularly in 
the later days of the Empire. The popu- 
lation of Paris at its highest was but 
700,000, and we are given a very good 
picture of its literary, social, and political 
interests. Napoleon’s popularity grew in 
the Consulate and waned in the Empire, 
and the estrangement of the populace be- 
gan as the Court etiquette grew stricter. 
The Emperor’s relation to the army is 
not dwelt upon here. In fact, from the 
general treatment of his character it will 
be hard for the reader to understand how 
a quarter of a century later the spirit of 
devotion lined the banks of the Seine from 
Havre to Paris with rows of crippled vet- 
erans who waited with uncovered heads 
while the funeral barge brought his re- 
mains to their last resting place under 
the imperial dome. That spirit has found 
classic expression in Heine's “ Two Gren- 
adiers,’’ and will be evident to those who 
remember that in the days of the White 
Terror, the old soldiers who had received 
decorations at his hands, burned _their 
eagles and, mixing the ashes with good 
wine, drank them up, that they might not 
have to face the days of defeat and na- 
tional dishonor, when Ney was shot ds a 
traitor and foreign troops were quartered 
around the capital. 


The second chapter ts the justification 
of England's earlier naval policy, under 
the caption “ The Armed Neutrality,” by 
the Rey, T. A. Walker of Cambridge and 
H. W. Wilson of Oxford. It is remark- 
able for the occasionally melodramatic 
quality of its style. We cull an illustra- 
tive sentence: “The Czar’s brain was 
whirling. With one hand he drew togeth- 
er his Baltic neighbors, the other he held 
out to Napoleon.” Prof. Guilland of Zu- 
rich treats the “ Pacification of Burope ” 
and “ France and Her Tributaries.” He 
reproduces quite closely the facts and oc- 
casfonally approaches the style of La- 
visse and Rambaud’s chapters on the 
same period. 

The two chapters on “ The Third Coali- 
tion" were in the reviewer's mind when 
he spoke of certain portions as inade- 
quate. The author does not seem always 
to have followed the best authorities. He 
is inclined to believe that somewhat less 
than 2,000 of the allies were drowned in 
the pools at Austerlitz. As a matter of 
fact, when the lakes were drained but 
two bodies, with sundry horses and guns, 
were found there, and the older stories of 
20,000, as well as Thiers's later version of 
2,000, are now quite generally discredited. 
The battle of Jena is likewise poorly pre- 
sented. We do not know the number of 
troops engaged, and are not informed of 
the tremendous losses on the German 
side, (40,000 in killed, wounded, and pris- 
oners,) which ruined the Prussian Army 
and broke the power of that Government. 
Neither will the account of Friedland 
square with the story as told by Vast. 
According to Col. Lloyd, at 5 P. M. there 
were 90,000 French and 50,000 Russians 
engaged. 
were more nearly equal, while it has been 
said that Lannes, with 26,000 men, held 
in check for twelve hours 82,000 Russians, 
and the losses of the latter, Instead of ap- 
proximating 15,000, as given by Col 
Lloyd, are by French authorities on mili- 
tary history given as 25,000. Passion has 
run too high, and the time is still too re- 
cent for French and English to agree. 
The degree of their national prejudice is 
the measure of this difference, and it is 
hard to decide who is right. In the pres- 
ent case we are inclined to agree with 
Vast. For whatever the mathematics of 
the campaign may be, the defeat cer- 
tainly left the Russian Army utterly 
that Alexander

HOLLAND ROSE’S CHAPTERS. 


In sharp contrast to the above stand 
the two very scholarly chapters on “ The 
Napoleonic Empire at Its Height” and 
“The Continental System,” by J. Hol- 
land Rose, author of the “ Life of Napo- 
leon.”” Mr. Rose does not, like his asso- 
ciate, praise Canning for having had 
“the courage to act with decision” in 
He gives a very 
careful history of the entire matter, and 
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was soon 


We had believed that the forces 
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finds that Canning had information, 
though to be sure it was mistaken, of the 
designs of Napoleon and Alexander, and 
he cites some interesting documents bear- 
ing on the question of the secret articles 
to the Treaty of Tilsit. He traces the 
growth and development of Napoleon's 
idea of excluding English commerce from 
the Continent. It was an idea that had 
been bequeathed to him by the Revolu- 
tion, and he developed it with singular 
tenacity to the time of the breaking down 
of his power in 1813. The war of 1800 is 
also very well treated by Gen. August 
Keim of the German Army. 

“Russia Under Alexander I and the 
Invasion of 1812" is treated by Prof. Bu- 
gen Stschepkin of Odessa, and it is per- 
haps the first time that a Russian has 
written on the retreat from Moscow for 
English eyes. It cannot, however, be said 
that he offers anything particularly new 
on this period, so well covered by French 
memoirs. We are left in the dark on the 
question of the burning of Moscow, and 
may suppose that it was the work of 
gangs of marauding French soldiery. This 
view it is rather hard to support, and 
Prof. Stschepkin does not tell us that Na- 
poleon’s orders to the Marshal whom he 
appointed Governor were, “ No plunder- 
ing; you will answer for it with your 
head.” The plundering which was dis- 
gusting and general later had not yet be- 
gun. We are also not told that the Rus- 
sian Governor who surrendered the town 
had carefully removed all the 1,600 fire 
pumps in the city. This fact alone is 
suspicious, and when we remember that 
he released bands of criminals before the 
entry of the French, it is fair to believe 
that it was very probably of Russian ori- 
gin. It would have added to the general 
horror of the disaster had he told us that 
15,000 Russians wounded in the battle of 
Borodino were burned in their ambu- 
lances. The retreat itself, and the de- 
struction of the Grande Armée, nearly 
500,000 men, by cold, by captivity, by 
bunger, by battle, or rear-guard actions 
and nocturna! Cossack attacks, are graph- 
jcally told, down to the point where Ney, 
with 1,500 men, escaped into Koenigsberg. 

“The War of Liberation, 1813-14," is 
likewise told by a distinguished foreign- 
er, Prof. von Pflugk-Harttung, late of 
Basel. “ The Congress of Vienna” is ad- 
mirably done in two chapters by Prof. 
Ward, one of the editors. On one of his 
first encounters with Metternich, Napo- 
leon said of him, “ Metternich is very 
near being a statesman; he lies very 
well.” If ability in diplomatic subterfuge 
is to be the measure, Metternich certainly 
became one of Europe's greatest. He pre- 
sents a nice problem. Doubtless Prof. 
Ward had to husband his space, and stu- 
dents will have to regret that one so well- 
informed could not have given us a kit- 
cat at least of those two leading and in- 
teresting figures in the congress, Metter- 
nich and Talleyrand. 

“The Hundred Days” is the title of a 
chapter by Prof. Oman of Oxford. It will 
not stand with the best in the volume. 
The oft-told story of Waterloo is here re- 
counted as if it were a battle between the 
French and English alone. The part of 
the Prussians is minimized. It is hardiy 
what might have been expected of Prof. 
Oman, particularly after the appearance 
of so detailed and careful a study as 
Houssaye’s “ 1815." 


PROF. FISHER'S WORK. 


Of the excellent chapters in me volume 
we have reserved for highest praise those 
of H. W. L. Fisher of Oxford. No one 
has approached his subject with a more 
open mind, and it is no disparagement to 
say that no other contributor has his 
splendidly exceptional gift of presenta- 
tion “The Codes," “The French De- 
pendencies,” and “The First Restora- 
tion " are his work, and they are remark- 
able in a series which has enlisied the 
services of so many distinguished histo- 


rians. Of the Codes he says: 


In Germany and Italy they stood for 


liberty. Hence they were the earliest 
message, as well as the most mature em- 
bodiment of the new spirit. In a clear 
and compact shape, they presented to Eu- 
rope the 


His finest achievement, however, Is the 
concluding chapter on St. Helena. It 
alone will do toward giving the 
volume a high place in Napoleonic litera- 
ture. The opportunity, Napoleon at St. 
Helena, for both the literary artist and 
the historian, is unique. Thiers gave us 
the best of all his thirty volumes when he 
touched this theme, and Mr. Fisher has 
writicn a chapter which will bear com- 
parison with masterpieces. It is a model 
of style, of sanity, and of that history 
which reckons with all the facts. He re-

rope, and for his rousing of the patriotic 
instinct he must stand as one of the 
founders of modern Germany. 

Of his character we are told that “ He 
was not a chilly man sitting down to fal- 
sify a dual life, but a child of nature, 
frank, passionate, impetuous, full of sud- 
den turns and ruses which carried him 
far beyond the boundaries of his set 
apology. * * * A man of such a tem- 
perament could talk neither sober auto- 
biography nor sustained deceit.” All this 
is reasonable and it is just. Napoleon 
lived in politics as other men have lived 
in poetry. Europe was to him but the 
fabric of hig dreams. The Pope should 
rule Christendom from Paris, and he 
himself would be Emperor of a conti- 
nent. But circumstances had ruined the 
beautiful web, and, looking back at it 
with an exile’s eyes, he saw history still 
tangled with his schemes. It is not fair 
always to accuse him of deliberately fal- 
sifying when he dictated his story. Be- 
cause he was a great maker of history 
gives us no warrant for demanding that 
he should have been a good narrator of 
the bald facts. Quite the contrary. Why 
should we not concede to him the same 
license in politics that we give our poets 
when they tell in what is, after all, 
prose poetry, the story of their lives? 
Goethe's autobiography is not the story 
told by his biographers, and the French 
poet's intimates may well have marveled 
at Lamartine’s. Why not accept Napo- 
leon likewise with charity and under- 
standing? 

Mr. Fisher follows Montholon’s account 
of the last days, and was thus constrained 
to omit one of the elements of their pa- 
thos. Certain of the watchers by the 
dying Emperor's bed thought they heard 
him mumble toward the last the name of 
Desaix, his dearest comrade among all 
his Generals. It was Desaix who won 
for his chief the battle of Marengo after 
it had seemed already lost, but he was 
himself killed leading his regiments back 
into the fray. On that June night after 
the victory, Napoleon went out over the 
battlefield strewn with slain, and by the 
faint light of a lantern hunted his fallen 
comrade, whom he could recognize only 
by his youthful figure and long blonde 
hair,, now clotted with blood. As the 
great exile neared his end, be spoke in- 
distinctly, and the sounds were hard to 
catch. Some heard “ Desaix,” others ‘“Téte 
d’armée,”’ but from gestures and sounds 
it was plain that he was again passing 
through Marengo, that first great tri- 
umph of the Consulate. Mr. Fisher 
closes the scene with the following mov- 
ing description:

said to have been, “ France, armée, téte

It could, of course, not be expected that 
all chapters should be up to the standard 
of this last. There is much in English 
literature that is less well written. Yer 
when we have made an average, it must 
be acknowledged that the volume on Na- 
poleon is not 30 uniformly excellent as 
the volumes on earlier epochs—ithe Re- 
naissance, the Reformation, and the wars 
Perhaps this is inevitable, 
since the historian grows less infallible 
as he nears his own time and country. 
Yet here and there we think we can say 
that we have not been given England's 
best in the way of histoiy This we ex- 
pected from the series planned by Lord 
Acton, and perhaps we are distressed 
because we had set our hopes too 
high. For, judged by lesser standards, it 
would certainly be a great work, and is 
so & most acceptable work. We are 
sure that in this case, however, we have 
been not a little disappointed.

bly to await, if not a shock, at least « 
thrill, neither of which states of feeling 
is experienced as the leaves are turned. 

At the same time we are of opinien that 
the lady could an’ she would—for the aii- 
thor confesses her séx, though not her 


name—which leads us to hope that she 
will become in time a bit more daring, and 
in another book, which those reaaing this 
first will certainly desire, take us more 
intimately into the thoughts and emotions 
of her “ secret life.” 

Such of them as she here records for 
our perusal are most entertaining, and 
not without a dash of originality, but 
just as we expect we are about te be 
taken into hér confidence, and as we pre- 
pere to be made to “ sit up” and take 
notice, the iltsive chatterer seems to 
change her mind and reflect, “ Not yet, 
not yet! Some other day you shall know 
me as I am!" We have a sense of @ 
holding back, and we look forward to a 
time when the author, as herself or un- 
der cover of her anonymity, will let her- 
self go and give us in the future the 
shock we crave. All of which is not 
meant to insinuate that what she has al- 
ready written will not make a delightful 
companion for an afternoon in a Summer 
hammock, and, being light and airy, it 
will have a cooling effect. 

All, I think, have some secret Garden 
where they unbind the girdle of conven- 
tions and breathe to a sympathetic lis- 
tener the opinions they would repudiate 
indignantly upon the pousstepe: but I 
know of no such kindred soul— ndeed, my 
private views are so heretical that I 
should tremble to whisper them even into 
the dull, cold ear of night lest 1 should 
cause it to turn pink, and, thereafter, 
hymns would not purge it.. Hence no re- 
source remains’ but to ¢ase my bosom of 
its perilous stuff, by the unprotesting 
innocence of the blank pages of a diary. 

All un-nightlike, we do not “turn 
pink ’’ as we proceed, which lea@s us to 
suppose that we are here treated only to 
the more conservative pickings from the 
diary. We are, however, continually 
coming upon bits of wisdom and quaint 
reflection of the sort that makes us won- 
der why we never thought of it or said it 
ourselves before. Who, for instdnce, has 
thought of this reason for the surging 
up into the mind of a drownig man the 
methory of all he ever experienced in life 
—‘in the struggle of the body against 
death by water the memory, stirred to 
furious effort, produces all her stores at 
once, probably in the frantic éendeavor to 
find some experience which may be of 
use in this crisis.” 

This little side remark is made In a 
really delightful dissertation on the sub- 
ject of dreams, and an attempt to ex- 
plain some of their phantasies: ‘‘ That 
the memory uses in sleep the material it 
has gathered during the day, and during 
the whole Mfe, no dreamer will deny; but 
bere again it is capricious. Some parts 
of the day’s—the life’s—experiences are 
used, others rejected.’’ And then we have 
a very interesting, if possibly unscien- 
tiric, explanation of how our dreams may 
be made up in part of inherited mem- 
ories. 

Throughout the book we have the Here- 
tic looking up from something she is read- 
ing, and meditating +aloud thereon. She 
lifts her eyes from the “Sonnets from 
the Portuguese” to say: 

To me these sonnets are extremely dis- 
agreeable. There ig a type of man whose 
love is intolerably odious to a wholesome 
woman. She feels that he is too nearly 
akin to her own sex for his love to seem 
a@ natural, virile thing. Other men never 
appear to guess this cause of rsistent 
lack of success with women. hey say

chance either with the “ handsome lads” 
or mature men beside a_ well-groomed, 
experienced woman of 35! 


In the Book of a Heretic one looks, of 
course, for certain opinions concerning 
the hereafter, and in this book the diary 
jottings concerning “The Value of a 
Soul” are worth the consideration of the 
orthodox: 

I wonder if any one will ever muster up 
sufficient courage to write the true his- 
tory. of the ferocious egotism engendered 
in the human heart by a belief in human 
immortality * * * all that a man hath, 
and all that his friends and the wife of 
his bosom and the children of his loins 
have, will he give for that wretched little 
fly-specked object he calls his soul. * * * 
The story of Hetty Westley (the sister of 
John and Charles Wesley) is but one of 
thousands. of grim stories of human be- 
imgs trampling upon the lives and hearts 
of their fellows in the endeavor to achieve 
for themgelves an infinity of bliss. * * * 
To my heretital mind such behavior for 
such an end seems inexpressibly sordid, 
vulgar, and selfish. 

A very gentile hacesy this! Gentle, yet 
powerful, too, is the essay on “ The Little 
Dumb Brother,” a condemnation of the 
stupidity which prevents us from thor- 
oughly understanding the language of our 
animal friends, Delicious and humorous 
in a kindly way are the essays on “ The 
Abdication of Man,” “ Amateur Saints,” 
ang “ The Zeitgeist,” while to all parents 
might be recommended that upon the 
question “‘Are American Parents Self- 
ish?" Come egain, Mme. Heretic!—or 
are you but a tender young thing, like 
your lark, just poising for a flight?

NEW EDITION (the third) of Ca- 
non H. D. Rawnaley’s “ Literary 
Associations of _ the Bnglish 
Lakes" is published in two ‘vol- 
umes by James & 
Sons in Glasgow and the 
in New York. This edition, Fiight- 
ly changed from the first, isaued in 
1894, is accompanied by a new volume 
from the pen of the Canon of Carlisle; 
which bears the title “Months at the 
Lakes" and serves to add to the mass of 
gossip and reminiscence which fills 
the other two votumes an account 
of the natural aspects of the coun- 
try at sindry seasons. These pen pict- 
ures are not, however, the whole of the 
volume. There are chapters devoted to 
all sorts of local festivals and pursuits, 
In short, the three volames, taken togeth~ 
er, manage to round up within their cov- 
ers about all the pleturesque or charac- 
teristic features of the region and its peo- 
ple and to tag to each place and practice 
every possible literary association. 

The reader who cares for the Lake poets 
is already familiar with Canon xrawns- 
ley’s two earlier volumes, devoted 
largely to Wordsworth, Coleridge, and 
Southey. They will remember with what 
industry and out of what fullness of 
knowledge and of affection the author 
has visited every town, village, house, 
hilltop, dell, and mereside ever blessed by 
the presence of the poets, and how he has 
woven his knowledge and affection into 
the account he gives of their haunts. So 
full are the allusions and quotations that 
the book amounts almost to a biography 
of Coleridge and Southey, and especially 
of Wordsworth, with so many Words- 
worthian lines quoted pat to this and 
that pince and occasion, that you have 
along with the personal and family de- 
tails something like that book of selected 
goms from the bard's works which sonte 
even of his most sincere admirers admit 
the want of. There is the life of the 
Coleridges and Southeys at Greta Hall, 
of the Wordsworths at Dove Cottage and 
at Rydal Mount—these dwelt upon at 
length. 
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There is the visit to the former place of 
Lamb, there is the brief stay of Young 
Shelley, “ghost of Coleridge’s youth,” 
with his girl wife and sister-in-law at 
Keswick—after which the apostle of “ The 
Necessity of Atheism" descended upon 
Ireland with propagandist intent. Scort's 
visits to the lake country are duly describ- 
ed and how Christopher North came with 
him; Carlyle’s comings also, with quota- 
tio’ of the Sage of Chelsea's caustic 
statement of his first impression of 
Wordsworth—‘‘a long Cumberland fig- 
ure with a kind of sincerity in his speech, 
but for prolixity, thinness, endless dilu- 
tion, it excels all the other speeches .I 
ever heard from mortal. A genuine man, 
(which is much.) but also essentially a 
small man; nothing, perhaps, is sadder 
(of the glad kind) than the unbounded 
laudation of such a man; sad proof of 
the rarity of such. I fancy, however, 
he has fallen into the garrulity of age 
and is not what he was. I fancy his en- 
vironment (and rural Prophethood) has 
hurt him much.” The good Canon, of 
course, blames Carlyle’s liver for this 
frankness, and hastens to produce con- 
trary and kinder opinions of the sage 
later developed. However, the-book goes 
back also to earlier associations, to the 
goings about of Quaker George Fox; it 
deals once in a while in warlike memo- 
ries, it *celebrates Clarkson the Aboli- 
tionist and Wilkinson, good Quaker, to 
say nothing of Tennyson and Matthew 
Arnold.

So much for the volumes reissued, since 
a new edition implics a demand and new 
readers not averse to a hint or two as to 
the content of what they are about to 
undertake, The additional and less literary 
volume (as might be guessed from the 
title) takes up the pictorial aspects of 
the lake country month by month.

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L. F. AUSTIN’S ESSAYS. 


POINTS OF VIEW. By L. F. Austin. Edited, 
with a prefatory note, by Clarence Rook, 
and a photogrevure portrait. I2mo. Pp. xi.-

R. AUSTIN was a London jJournal- 


ist who did serious work in the 


light and more or less whimsical es- 
says that the English journals main- 
tain. This volume is a collection of 
such essays that Mr. Austin was en- 
gaged in producing for thirty years. 
Mr. Rook in his preface calls them 
“journalism at its best—the suggestive 
comments of a sane and humerous man 
on the day’s happenings.” Perhaps 
more than the intrinsic value of the 
work in this book is-the contemplation 
of the activity of the man who turned 
out weekly columns of matter for The 
Nlustrated London News, The Daily 
Chronicle, The Sketch, and The Man- 
chester Daily Dispatch, as well as a 
daily editorial article for The Chronicle 
and another daily artiele for a provin- 
cial syndicate. 

It need not be expected that such an 
Industry could produce always work 
that was of really high quality. Nor 
does the present selection go beyond 
reasonable expectation. Yet Mr. Aus- 
tin has a light touch and a propulsive 
imagination that carry him far afield 
in the discussion of almost any subject 
that strikes him; and he furthermore 
has a very pretty sense of humor that 
enlivens his pages often in a most en- 
joyable way: and though it sometimes 
is of the dogged, uncompromising Brit- 
ish variety, it is more often enjoyable 
than forced. The most important and 
serious essay is the first, on Henry 
Irving, the last of Mr. Austin’s writ- 
ings, and intended to be published in 
this country on the occasion of Sir 
Henry's projected visit to.this country 
this year.. It is not a biography, but a 
spirited review of Irving’s remarkable 
career and a consideration, with a light - 
and graceful touch, of some of his char- 
acteristics as an actor, especially in 
Shakespearean parts. The theatre in 
one aspect or another occupies much 
of Mr. Austin’s attention. Dinners and 
dining and the talk of the table he re- 
curs to with pleasure; fashions in men’s 
clothes, country life, books—but not too 


seriovaly—and some of the foibles of 
womankind, are the sort of things upon 
which he discourses, often’ with a mild 
undercurrent of satire, and almost al- 
ways agreeably. There are, in fact, few 
writers nowadays who can write this 
kind of essay, and fewer still who can 
make their writing, on the whole, so 
much worth while as Mr. Austin.

HE introduction written by Mrs. 
Louise Chandler Moulton for the 
late Frederic Laurence Knowles's 
“The Value of Love” is issued

HE sturdy young American knight,

municipal politics, has already se- 
cured his niche in the hall of contempo- 
rary fiction, his latest romance of Ed- 
ward Clary Root centres about a boyish 
hero who transfers his energies from the 
college athletic field to the sordid prob- 
lems of a big shoe factory and the muddy 
arena of local politics.

THE DUKE OF ARGYLL. 


t1E two-volume life of the eighth Duke 
T of Argyll, compiled by Ina, Dowager 
Duchess of Argyll, will shortly be 
published by E. P. Dutton & Co. About 
half of it is the autobiography of the 
Duke, written by himself for publication. 
The other half contains his life, as far as 
possible, in his own words, with the aid 
of letters, articles, speeches, &c. 

The Duke was born in Ardencaple, Scot- 
land, in 1823. He was early interested in 
birds, Upon his father’s succession to 
the Dukedom of Argyll, he entered po- 
litical life. Later, he traveled about the 
Continent. In 1844 he married Miss Eliza- 
beth Leveson-Gower, who died in 1878 
The Duke visited the United States in the 
Summer of 1879, and “ was made ill by 
the fearful heat of New York, where the 
thermometer was 100 in the shade” dur- 
ing the two days he was in the city, as 
he wrote (Aug. 27, 1879) to Gladstone. 
In 1895 he married Miss Ina McNeill. The 
Duke of Argyll was not only well known

HE radiance of the footlights falls 
both ways. Inevitably the front 
rows of the audience are taken 

into its glamour, and the actor looks 
out upon his public with something of 
the quickened pulses and heightened 
perceptions with which the public 
gazes back at him. The reactions of 
the histrionic mind perhaps owe much 
of their charm to the fact that they 
suggest—often delightfully enough—a 
world seen through an opera glass, 
with the penciled emphasis, ever so 
delicate though it be, of “ make-up.” 

In her new volume, “ The Life of a 
Star,” as in her earlier “ Life on the 
Stage,” Clara Morris mingles with this 
natural vivacity of the artist's attitude 
a certain charmingly feminine intimacy 
and frank egotism. It is quite ag if 
the actress clothed her memory in a 
bewitching, much-beribboned house 
gown and sat down to enjoy a cup of 
tea with it 

Happily, it is a serviceable memory, 
flexible, and well provided with mate- 
rial. Years of entrances and exits, 
plaudits, receptions, and train-catch- 
ings brought the actress into flashing 
contact with many interesting people 
of the passing generation. Her latest 
book is in the main a reweaving of 
“shreds and patches” of gay-colored 
recollection into a quilt that the act- 
ress’s own vigilant sense of humor 
would probably be the first to call 
“o crazy.” 

A childhood meeting with James A.

Though his short, broad figure was 
topped by a long, high-browed space, 
and—final and finishing touch of dif- 
ference—the leonine hair was really 
fine and soft, long and clinging, and 
worn, as I honestly believe, in a fash- 
oe favored by no other man in Amer- 
ca.

“The Awakening of Helena Richie,” 

Is pretty generally conceded by 
those who have followed it in its serial 
course to be a story of extraordinary 
power and interest—a fine dramatic hand- 
ling of intensely human material.

A FLOWER ER GARDEN. .

OUISE SHELTON has written an 
attractive volume of less than 120 
pages for the guidance of begin- 
ners along the path that she herself 
has intelligently trodden. This book is 
well and simply conceived, and its di- 
vision into three sections makes for 
clearness, Part I. aeais with prepara- 
tions, the plan of the garden planting, 
soils, &c., Part Il. fs the monthly rec- 
ord of garden procedure, beginning with 
September, and with a midwinter lapse, 
running through the year. Part IL is 
a department of general information. 
It gives compact hints not only about 
wild gardens, water gardens; shrubs, 
vines, roses, seed beds, hot beds and 
cold frames, but lists the various gar- 
den pests and their remedies, tells how 
to make houses suited to the various 
species of garden birds, and winds up 
with a pertinent chapter of “ Don'ts,” 
things oftentimes of greater horticult- 
ural importance than the “How to 
Dos.” 

So thoroughly familiar is the author 
with her subject that this gives rise to 
the only shortcoming in the book from 
its own standpoint. She does not real- 
ize that the brevity of her descriptions 
may be confusing and not carry to the 
novice the very idea that she is seek- 
ing to implant. From this fact, in the 
future editions to which “The Sea- 
sons in a Flower Garden” will doubt- 
less attain, it would be well to rewrite, 
amplify, and diagram the section upon 
garden dimensions, &c. 

It is better to show by means of a 
simple ground plan or even a list grad- 
ed by height and colors how a bit of 
ground of specified dimensions may be 
utilized than to say under the heading 
of 31x36 feet: “None of these dimen- 


sions yet-named are large enough to 
contain an on i roses, waning, muoet 


ceptions the beginner must be confused. 
Also a little more accurate definition 
would be well in the list of garden 
terms. “ Hardy biennials” (h. b.) may 
be left in the ground during the Win- 
ter.

ROMANCE WRITERS OF ITALY. 





A Significant Book About the Italian Novels and Novelists by 
Joseph Spencer Kennard.* 
Written for Tue New York Times Sarurpay Review or Booxs by

Author of “ Chopin: The Man and His Work.” 


R. KENNARD has been long 
identified with the study and 
criticism of modern Italian 
literature. He knows the sub- 
ject thoroughly. He writes 
Muently in Italian and with 

point and fluency in Eng- 
lish, A doctor of the Sorbonne, 
he delivered two interesting con- 
ferences there, and in French, on 
the “Women of the Italian Novel” 
and the other a study of Nievo’s 
“ Confessions of an Octogenarian.” He 
has also written tales in the Italian lan- 
guage and is a painter as well as a 
lawyer. His new book is devoted-to a 
discussion of the principal novel writ- 
ers of nineteenth century Italy, begin- 
ning with Manzoni, ending with D’An- 
nunzic. “ Thus,” says the critic, “ from 
the pious Manzonian interpretation 
across the misty romanticism of his 
disciples, through a period of exotic 
realism, to this poetic worship of sen- 
suous beauty, the Italian romance bas 
accomplished an evolution. Its progress 
has been a curved line, inclosing the 
circle, and returning to the Cinquecento 
ideal.” 

The other names treated are those cf 
D’Azeglio, Guerazzi, Grossi, Nievo, F'o- 
gazzaro, Verga, Serao, De Roberio, 
Neera, Deledda, and Butti. In the 
lengthy tmntroduction Dr. Kennard 
passes in review the formative iuflu- 
ences, racial and political, that have 
gone to the making of such diverse 
books as Alessandros Manzoni’s “ The 
Betrothed ” and Gabriéle D’Annunzio's 
“The Triumph of Death.” After trac- 
ing the effect upon French and Italian 
romance writers of the great English 
classics in fiction, he divides into three 
periods modern Italian prose literature, 
the first beginning with the appear- 
ance of Napoleon in Italy and the 
conquest of Naples in 1806. New ideas 
of freedom, of individualism, of roman- 
ticism, came in the conqueror’s train. 
The collapse of national dreams, the 
tyranny of the Austrians, all laid their 
impress on the ardent, poetic youth of 
genius, though it manifested itself 
principally in poetic outpourings. In 
1798 Ugo Foscolo’s “ Letters of Jacopo 
Ortis” appeared, and was a forerunner 
of romanticism, followed by Mme. de 
Stael, who tn 1806 scattered its seeds. 
First period: Romancé in action was 
represented by Gluseppe «Garibaldi. 
Manzoni fired men’s imagination with 
his burning words. Martyrs were plen- 
tiful. Italy was soaked with thelr 
blood. Im 1848, the great year in Eu- 
rope, Venice proclaimed the republic. 
But the dawn was not yet. It was in 
1860, with Victor Emmanuel as King 
of all Italy, that the real Risorgimento 
began. Second period: As D'Azeglio 
said: “Italy ts made; we must make 
the Italians.” In 1870 Rome was tak- 
en, and this is the author’s third pe- 
riod. Modern Italy and the new school 
dates from this period. He naturally 
devotes a generous chapter to Manzoni, 
the first of the romantics, whose in- 
fluence was enormous upon his con- 
temporaries as well as his successors. 
Grossi, D’Azeglio, Berchet, Romagnosi, 
even Antonio Rosmini-Serbati—whose 
hatred of the Jesuits and profound 
philosophic mind has won him a stalue 
in Milan, (he endeavored to separate 
from the writings of Thomas of Aqui- 
nas the Aristotelian elements which 
he believed to be perniciously panthe- 
istic)—Rossini, Cantu, Carver, Guer- 
azzi are few of the writers who sub- 
mitted to Manzoni’s genius; while in 
our times Edmond De Amicis, Salvatore 
Farina, Rovetta, Capranica, and let us 
add the greatest name of all, Antonio 
Fogazzara, may be said to have built 
on “I Promessi Sposi.” It is a test of 
one’s powers of sympathetic projection 
to realize that this placid, delightful, 
dreamy old tale was once the oriflamme 
of a new school. Yet, so it was, Dit- 
fuse but full of charm, pious yet nat- 
ural, written in @ style that is now 
classic, “ The Betrothed” is a picture 
of manners, a skilled presentation of 
character, and a book that aims at the 
highest religious ideals. There is a

streak of mysticism in it, offset by its 
lively description of the friars, of vil- 
lage types, of homely virtues. Dr. 
Kennard does not believe that the Ital- 
fans excel] in the sweet homeliness of 
Goldsmith or Wordsworth, and he is 
quite right.

tion. One cannot fancy his quaint 
narrative giving pleasure to one of our 
Hedda Gablers, for it is not written 
with the nerves. What, however, would 
the gentle old Milanese have said to 
Ibsen’s heroine? Both men painted 
what they saw.

Ippolito Nievo 1s a name that does not 
come trippingly to the tongue of many 
latter-day students of Italian fiction. 
Yet his one famous work, “ The Confes- 
sions of an Octogenarian,” was a pro- 
duction that, like Stendhal’s novels, 
(“I will be celebrated about 1880,” re- 
marked with his accustomed coolness 
the man who called himself Arrigo 
Beyle, Milanese,) exerted considerable 
influence many years after the death 
of the author. And, like Stendhal, 
Nievo lived his stories; though he is 
without the bloodless egotism of the 
Grenoble writer. His life was a ro- 
mance, and his early death that of a 
hero. His canvas is larger than Man- 
zoni’s, and in psychological delineation 
the young Venetian is master of the 
elder. The chapter devoted to Nievo is 
the most welcome in the Kennard vol- 


ume. De Amicis we know. His glow- 
ing, picturesque style and unquench- 
able optimism belong to yesterday. 
Fogazzaro is a much more fruitful 
theme, particularly at this time, for his 
novel, “ Il Santo,” has just been placed 
upon the Index. Tis author has duly 
made his submission and withdrawn the 
book from circulation. Nevertheless, it 
has appeared in English garb as “ The 
Saint,” when, no doubt, ft will set us 
all wondering, for Fogazzaro is a Cath- 
olic among Catholics, a clerical reac- 
tionary. Some phase or phrase, possi- 
bly Rosminsan, must have offended 
the censors. En passant, Dr. William 
Barry, whose life of Cardinal Newman 
has attracted so much attention, is 
said to have been rebuked by the Vati- 
ean for a deflection from the orthodox. 
Credo quia impossible est. 

Fogazzaro is wholly a charming writ- 
er. “An Old-Fashioned World” is a 
book that cannot be laid down when 
once begun. The problem is a moral 
one, indeed a theologic one; faith tri- 
umpvhs over philosophy in its working 
out. The characters are vital, a big 
human spirit informs the pages. We 
tread on reality, and there is a finish 
in the workmanship that far outshines 
this author’s earlier ‘“ Daniele Cortis.” 
The latter, too, propounds a moral 
problem, and solves it in the cause of 
lofty idealism. Kennard points out 
that both Manzoni and Fogazzaro are 
Rosminians; the younger man attempts 
to unite a vigorous faith and the new 
rationalistic conception of life and 
morals. A poetic dreame:, an observer 
close to the concrete, and a man of 
genius, Fogazzaro is the antipodes in 
his art of D’Annunzio. 

There is an excellent chapter on 
Verga, whose Sicilian sketches smell of 
the soil. ‘“ Cavalleria Rusticana” in 
its original form will outlive Mascagni’s 
noisy, musical pasticcio. Mathilde Se- 
rao, that brilliant novelist and editorial 
writer, half Greek, half Neapolitan, 
who began as an imitator of Zola and 
other Frenchmen and ended in the pos- 
session of herself, also coimes in for 
praise. It is a pity Dr. Kennard has 
not seen fit to say more about the 
life of this energetic woman, who 


to-day edits a Neapolitan news- 
paper. She is, with Emilia Pardo 
Bazan, the most forceful and orig- 


inal feminine novelist on the Cwun- 
tinent. Naples is her chosen territory. 
What pictures, what movement, what 
coloring! Have you read “ The Land of 
Cockayne"? or, “ The Ballet Dancer,” 
a wonderful transcription of humble 
life, of the wretched existence of a 
poor, ugly girl condemned to earn her 
bread on her thin legs in the opera bal- 
let? I recall with pleasure “‘ Fantasy ” 
—translated by Henry Hariland—an 
early novel of Serao’s, in which the 
hand of Zola is writ large, yet not 
without individual charm. One scene, 
an agricultural fair, is a vivid transpo- 
sition from “ Madame Bovary,” but in 
the Zola speech. What is entirely orig- 
inal and could not have been written by 
either Zola or Flaubert or George Moore 
is the convent episode. That was lived. 
“The Conquest of Rome" is a better, 
more viable book, than Zola’s ‘‘ Rome.” 
Her short stories are cleverly etched, 
and her attacks on municipal abuses, 
such as the lottery, the pawn- 
shops, and the dirt epidemics of her 
beloved city, are always in the key of 
literature. This fact is worthy of note 
among our enterprising young Ameri- 
can plumbers of fiction, who mistake 
earnestness for art. mm their

Other new writers, such 
Arturo Graf, to mention only one, 
might have been included. But Dr. 
Kennard evidently searched for the 
typical case. He shows the ephemeral 
reign of romanticism and realism— 
that is, naturalism—and exposes the 
temperamental differences between the 
French and Italian novelists. He de- 
clJares the Italian has been always a 
realist in art and literature. He is im- 
pulsive, bis motor centres are easily 
agitated, and his preference for scenes 
of violence and love are instinctive. 
The slow, cold psychology of the North- 
ern nations is not to his liking, though 
we see in Enrico Bulli and D’Annunztio 
the strong influences of Dosto'tewsky, 
of Bourget, of Tolstoy, of Stendhal. 
Carefully examined, every novel of 
D’Annunzio yields an interesting for- 
eign harvest. His first fictien is an 
abominable tale, “ Episctpo & Co.”—he 
delights in such a title—which is sim- 
ply bad Dostolewsky. The Romances 
of the Rose, of the Lily, of the Pome- 
granate, are echoes of many writers: 
Zola, Flaubert, Tolstoy, Dostoiewsky, 
Huysmans, Maeterlinck, but written 
in a style whose splendor approaches 


as Verga is 


the fabulous. Elsewhere I reiated 
the gossip I heard in Rome that the 
late Pope Leo XIII. read D’Annunu- 


zio for matchless eloquence. Imagine, 
if you can, the harmonies of Walter 
Pater, the giow, color, and rhythms of 
Swinburne, (the prose of Swinburne, a 
prose despite its tropisal luxuriance, 
without equal to-day among English 
penmen,) and the marmoreal form of 
Flaubert—and D’Annunzio suggests all 
these, and has something left of his 
own, something incommunicable in a 
translation. The Italian began hjs 
meteoric career as a poet, a poet influ- 
enced by Carducci, Guerrini, Baude- 
laire, Swinburne, Keats, and Shelley, 
(he is a rare English scholar.) His 
music from the first was all his own. 
He has taught the language some

all great poets have been great prose 
masters., D’Annunzid is no exception. 
What he writes may outrage your very 
soul, but his music lulls the nerves, 
like one of those monstrous vampire 
bats told of in fantastic Eastern tales, 
which devour you while they soothe 
you. According to all our notions of 
conventional—or, one is tempted to 
add, unconventional — morality, D’An-

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nunzio is, after Nietzsche, (whom he 
copies,) the prime corrupter of his gen- 
eration, But his books are genuine 
books of beauty. ‘There are descrip- 
tions of Venice in “Il Fuoco” that 
make Ruskin read like Baedeker; evo- 
cations of dream landscapes in “Le 
Vergini delle Rocce” that out-Maeter- 
linck Maeterlinck. D'Annunzio’s men 
are vile. His women cruelly pursued, 


| cruelly dissected. But genius is present 


in every page, and its rarity nowadays 
—or, for that matter, at any given 
epoch—excuses this daring, irrespon- 
sible apostle of beauty a multitude of 
seins; sins against morals, against taste, 
and the sin of overwhelming egotism. 
Dr. Kennard, I confess, is not very 
sympathetic in his handling of this 
Dr. Garnett, in his valuable lit- 
tle history of Italian literature, (Apple- 
ton’s,) is much happier. It is a book 
that will eke out Kennard’s shortcom- 
ings, especially in its treatment of 
contemporary literature, (Chapter 
XXVI.) Dr. Garnett writes that the 
present age of letters in Italy is an age 
of literary anarchy. Each man is 
playing off his own bat, which is, in 
the long run, to be more commended 
than the solidification into schools. 
Better individual fluidity than the aca- 
demic rigid. D’Annunzio’s art grows 
finer with the years, and the bell-note 
of a warmer humanity is beginning to 
faintly sound. “The Daughter of Jo- 
rio” is very human; and “ The Night 
Under the Bushel,” which I saw inter- 
preted at Rome by Mario Fumigalli in 
the Costanzl, reveals an astonishing ad- 
vance over the old, cruel, barren deca- 
dent ideas of his earlier dramas. I 
forgot to say in its proper place that 
one of his literary feats was the cold 
annexation of many Maupassant 
themes in a collection of Abruzzi fisher 
stories, but so marvelously paraphrased 
that your admiration is awakened.

Dr. Kennard’s “Italian Romance 
Writers,” while not a profound or 
final treatise, is a pleasing, diffuse 
book, crowded with information, and 
worth the study. In conjunction one 
might read “Italian Lyrists of To- 
day,” by G. A. Greene, (Macmillan,) 


Dr. Garnett’s history, and, if possible, 
the late Francis Hueffer’s “ Italian and 
Other Studies,” in which Stecchetti 
(Guerrini) author of “ Postuma’”’; Car- 
ducci, and the young school of Italian 
lyrists, was first introduced to the Eng- 
lish reading world, (1SS1.) W. D. How- 
ells’s “Modern Italian Poets,"’ (1887,) 
is an invaluable guide and a volume of 
exceeding grace. Of course, John Ad- 
dington Symons's epochal work on the 
Renaissance should be the cornerstone 
of all studies in the most musical of 
world literatures, and then the student 
may reach the poet of peets—Dante 
Alighieri. +. H.

Lamoureaux in the Controversy 
About Mr. Pepper’s Book. 
New York Times Saturday Review of Books: 
USTICE requires that a word be 
said ‘in response to Mr. Laniou- 
reaux’s letter, printed in your 
issue of the 16th, I acknowledge 
my obligations to him for his 
frank statement: “ What I 
wished to do was to record a pro- 
test against the Pan-American  Rail- 
way scheme and the assumption that it 
will be built.” (I assume he alludes to 
the building, not of the scheme, but of 
the railway.) I am also under obliga- 
tions to him for giving me.ground, by 
reason of his quotations from Mr. Pep- 


per’s book, for holding that he now 
knows its contents, including this, from 
its preface: 


e 


My purpose in this book is to consider 
and describe the effect of the Panama 
Canal on.the West Coast countries of 
Sputh America from the year 1905. At 
this period its construction by the United 
States may be said to have begun. if my 
own deep eonviction that this influence 
makes powerfully for their industrial de- 
velopment and their political stability be 
an illusion, the pages which follow may 
afford the disbelieyers grounds for point- 
ing out wrong premises and false con- 
clusions. ‘‘We doubt” long has been 
the dogma of the North American and 
the European in everything relatmg to 
the permanency of progress in the South 
American republics. “I believe’ is yet 
only the creed of the individual. A huge 
material fact obtruding itself may se- 
cure a listening ear from the doubters, 
The canal obtrudes. * * * “The canal is 
not an abstraction. 


I now place, rtght in juxtaposition with 
the above declaration of purpose, “Mr. 
Lamoureaux'’s own assertion: “‘I am also 
aware that it is practically a supplement 
to Mr. Pepper’s report on the Pan-Amer- 
ican Rallway project,” and this, from his 
first letter: “It is part of the promot- 
er’s prospectus of a costly, visionary 
scheme '’"—that scheme a Pan-American, 
inter-continental railway. When I read 
his first letter I felt confident that he 
was intensely hostile to the idea of such 
a scheme, for he spoke of “this senti- 
mental nonsense about uniting the two 
eontinents by bands of steel.”” Had I be- 
lieved in the use of such intensive forms 
of expression as come easy to him I 
would no doubt have expressed that feel- 
ing. What private grigfs he had I knew 
not, but his last letter contains a com- 
plete disclosure. His attitude is this: 
Notwithstanding Mr. Pepper's declara- 
tion, as above quoted, of what his pur- 
pose was in writing his book, your cor- 
respondent has such faith in his own in-

be antagonistic.”” A remark immediately 
following seems to reveal a failure to 
appreciate the real question, for he says 
this is ‘‘ another story.”" But is it? Is it 
not very material whether his suspicion, 
admitted by him to be antagonistic to and 
out of harmony with known facts, shall 
prevail over the author’s declaration, 
backed by all the attendant probabilities? 

Mr. Lamoureaux quotes three passages 
from Mr. Pepper, the strongest of which 
says the railway project is.‘ not all a 
dream.”" The whole of what the author 
says on that subject would not fill half 
of one of the nearly 400 pages octavo or 
the book. On so slender a basis your cor- 
respondent in effect charges him with 
literary dishonesty, an effort to conceal 
his real purpose. 

I do not know Mr. Pepper, but a friend, 
a Bostoniap, a widely known alumnus of 
Harvard, writes me that he has heard 
him on three occasions address Mohonk 
conferences very acceptably—so that he 
must be persona grata with that public- 
spirited and philanthropic company; and 
a friend in Washington, also well known, 
informs me that Mr. Pepper is recognized 
as a high authority on South American 
matters.

I remember that many 
were skeptical as to whether a single 
transcontinental railroad to the Pacific 
would pay, if Indeed it could be built, 
and we now have several, all of whose 
stocks sell at so high a figure that the 
optimism of Durant and his associates 
concerning the first seems more than 
justified. At least two of those lines run 
through hundeds of miles of ‘“ American 
desert,"’ while for the most part an in- 
tercontinental line would traverse regions 
of great fertility. Not only that, THE 
Times but a few days ago-gave an ac- 
count of a project the actual arrange- 
ments for which provide that two well- 
known New York banking concerns are 
to furnish more than $14,000,000 and Bo- 
livia more than $12,000,000 for building 
railways in that republic; and such cap- 
italists are not given to throwing away 
millions on fatuous enterprises. May not 
Mr. Lamoureaux be too pessimistic and 
lacking in imagination? But to sum up, 
what is his position? He thought I hada 
not thoroughly analyzed Mr. Pepper's 
book, and tried his own hand at it. The 
outcome is, he charges him with having 
used deception in stating the purpose of 
his book; but he admits that his own 
conception of its purpose does not har- 
monize with obvious conditions, and is 
likely to be regarded with skepticism.

‘s review, June 16, of A. C. Benson's 
new volume of essdys surprised one read- 
er nota little, To find the authership of 
the “Upton Letters” and the “ Life of 
Walter Pater" ascribed to one and the 
same man, and that man the author of 
the FitzGerald volume in the Men of Let- 
ters Series, was decidedly puzzling to tho 
reader in question. For when he read “The 
Upton Letters” upon their publication 
something less than a year ago, two 
things seemied to him as clear as internal 
evidence could make them, The first was 
that “ The Upton Letters" had not beén 
written by an Bnglishman, but by -an 
American. The second ‘was that the 
American who had written them was Mr. 
Paul Elmer More, the literary editor of 
The Evening Post. Upon turning per- 
plexedly to the review for the data which 
should prove him a very Dogberry of am- 
ateur critics, however, the disturbed the- 
orist found nothing so definite as to-con- 
vict him of error, and therefore would 
avail himself of your columns to take 
issue with Mr. Boynton. 

Your correspondent’s reasons for as- 
signing to America in general and to 
Mr. More in particular such. credit as the 
production of “ The Upton Letters” de- 
serves are as foHows: The background of 
the “‘Letters’’ (pace Mr. Boynton) is 
singularly mdistinct. No English school- 
master writing as such ever “ talked 
shop” in a less specific fashion. There 
are a few geographical names in the 
book, and a few very obvious allusions, 
but the greater part of the “ Letters” 
might have been written from anywhere 
in space. English schcols have traditions, 
customs, dialects, of their own; but “ T. 
B."’ keeps them sedulously.out of his cor- 
respondence, 30 that the “air of real- 
ity’ Mr. Boynton speaks of is difficult 
to recognize as English air. 

Now as to the reasons for finding Mr. 
More's personality behind the mask. of 
“TT. B.” One or two critical dicta of the 
pleasantly dreamy schoolmaster, about 
James Thomson or Christina Rossetti, 
your correspondent thinks (thinks, be- 
eause none of the books referred to is at 
hand) are almost identical in diction as 
well as in thought with some utterances 
of Mr. More in his “Shelburne Essays.” 
Then toward the end of the book is some 
mysticism and Oriental philosophy which 
in phrasing is strangely like certain pas- 
sages in a little volume published by 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co. some dozen 
years ago called “The Great Refusal,” 
and according to the title page “ edited 
by Paul Elmer More,"" whose name was 
then “‘ unknown and like esteemed.” The 
book purported to be written by a young 
man who had been a schoolmaster and 
who was a dreamer. It had an elaborate 
introduction, was in the form of letters, 
contained a great many quotations from 
classical authors and more from Hindu 


| philosophers, and altogether, though far 


from a successful piece of work, showed 
considerable promise. And so, what with 
the “Shelburne Essays*’ opinions, the 
resemblance between the plan of the 
“Great Refusal" and “‘ The Upton Let-

Meredith’s Poems. 
New York Times Saturday Review of Books: 

May I give a little applause to the 
discriminating review, June 9, relating 
to George Meredith's poems and to the 
poems as well. They have so seldom re- 
ceived the appreciation due them, per- 
haps because of the overshadowing of 
the novels, that Mr. Trevelyan's book 
should prove valuable, 

This review—from The London Times— 
calls “Love in the Valley” “by now 
almost popular.” I am wondering if it 
is approaching popularity in this coun- 
try, if it is even a famillar poem to the 
majority of your readers. For my own 
part, I did not know there was such 
a poem until a year or two ago. At that 
time I happened upon a most enthu- 
siastic reference to it in Stevenson, quite 
sufficient to send me—or any reader, I 
should say—to Meredith's poems. Since 
then, with Meredith still allve—not to 
speak of others—I have spent no time 
deploring the deterioration in modern 
poetry. 

There is, as we are told, difficulty in 
reading the poems. It is like mountain- 
climbing, and, as Meredith himself says 
somewhere on a different topic, you 
cannot dance up a mountain. However, 
there are compensating attractions—the 
invigorating air, the breadth of outlook, 
the magnificent scenery, with its ever- 
changing beauties—even the exercise it- 
self is a pleasure which heightens all the 
rest. So the reader who is energetic, but 
not too energetic, is likely to find com- 
pensation for words twisted out of order 
and extreme concentration, for uncon- 
ventional though fitting epithets and a 
bewildering mass of imagery, and may 
come to consider the difficulty as part 
of the charm. At any rate, a poet with

Under the phonetic system spelling 
would consist simply of the analysis of 
vocal sounds and the selection of the ap- 
propriate symbols. Thus, the word “writ” 
has a simple vowel sound preceded by the 
liquid r and followed by the dental. t— 
three symbols only. “ Write” (“ right,” 
“wright,” or “rite’’) has the same be- 
ginning and enging, but the diphthongal 
instead of the ‘simple vowel; it therefore 
takes the diphthongal symbol, the modifi- 
cation of the written sign corresponding 
exactly in all cases to that of the spoken 
word. 

No doubt the analysis of sounds will 
seem anything but an easy matter to 
those who have learned to spell by the 
old arbitrary rules. This, however, is the 
fault of the rules. Children who have 
not yet learned to spell in the old way 
will learn simple sound analysis without 
difficulty. The phonetic way is the easy 
way—the reasonable way. A child can fol- 
low it without being forced to doubt the 
honesty of his teachers and distrust his 
own reason, nor will he be disturbed— 
either in childhood or in later life—by 
the notion that it lacks beauty or his- 
torical association, 

As yet we are willing to sacrifice our 
children. to sentiment. Some day we will 
be humane enough’ to sacrifice sentiment 
in justice to our children.
